Bombay Riots 


Bombay, Sept. 4 ^ 
—Casualties 
resulting from bitter Hindu-Moslem 
clashes 
which began 
in 
Bombay 
Sunday soared to 132 dead and 484 
wounded today following a night 
of sporadic violence during which 
police several times opened fire to 
disperse rioting mobs. 
H ie disorders occurred mostly in 
the northern section of the city but 
extended to the main business sec­ 
tion. where mobs tried to break into 
stores and attem pted to bum a 
house of worship Streets in curfew 
areas were littered with rocks hurled 
at police patrols.

shortage as deliveries fell off. 
A health menace developed in one 
troubled section where sewers be­ 
came clogged'a n d workers refused 
to clean them in fear of their lives.

Greek Vote 
Protested 


Athens, Sept. 4 </P)—Authoritative 
quarters in the leftist EAM a n ­ 
nounced today a decision to chal­ 
lenge in the Greek Supreme Court 
the validity of last Sunday’s plebis­ 
cite which the government has re­ 
ported resulted in an overwhelming 
m ajority for the return of King 
George II from exile. 
H ie challenge, it was stated, would 
be based on allegations of fraud, 
violence and falsification, and the 
case will be heard before the end 
of September. 
Radical m ilitary elements of tile 
EAM challenged the Greek govern­ 
m ent in an uprising in December, 
1944. 
The decision was disclosed as the 
total vote cast Sunday neared IOO 
per cent of the estim ated 
total
